wife, even yo your fe'ves,. Gentlemen, would be to 
blame in the A’tempt you have often made to remove 
fome Errors, which the Generality of Mankind Jabour 
under. 

2. You fay, ’ris not difcreet to venture on an Abii- 

i which is but ome remove from Inceft. To whieh I 
reply 5 That as nothing can make the Altion a Crime 
but a pofitive p ohibition of it by a Lawgiver, fo this 
uot being forbid is as Lawtul ¢ tho’ but one remove 
fem incell) as tho’ it was five dundred. Nor are tie 
Perfons who fo marry any more Chargeable with it, 
than that Man is of Atiei{m who veliewes one only God. 
Nor is there any imvce reafon’ for your faying, that He, 
woe fo marries, does well ; yer He, who. forbears, do’s 
better ; than there is to fay, that tho’ He, that aéts 
reafonably and Fuftly, does well, yee He that forbears 
to act upon an Erroneous Principle does better. Laftly, 
as to your Quotasson from the Apoftle, thatonly relates 
' indifferent Things, {uch as Meat and Drink 3; bus 
I can hardly fuppofe, thae the parting of Two, whofe 
A(fections ave fetled, cam be thought fo Indifferent a 
Maitter : » ee aT AY 
A, Tho’ Truth muft. never be Diffembled, yet 
no Errors, bitt fuch as are of Dangerous Confe- 
quence, can demand fo Particular an endeavour to 

Jnravel, to Confute them. And this is what we 

‘dean from: even Trurh is feif. For our bleffed Lord, 


tho’ he came on purpofe to Inftruct an Ignorant; an 
Erring World, yet, when addrefs'd with Interro- 
gacories of little or no Importance, was not Careful 
to anfwer them in thofe Matters. And if you be- 
lieve, asthe beft Aftronomers are now agreed, that 
the Earth moves round the Sun, that Accomodati- 
on co the Vulgar Opinion, the Sun kmowet! bys eotng 
down, feem'd rather to Confirm the Ignorant in 
their Error, than Convince them of ir, 

We may Publickly Diflent frem a Common Er- 
ror, and yet Abftain from the Practice, we our 
felves ‘allow. Andthe Reafon, why ir may not be 
amils to pay fuch a Praétical, tho’ nota Specula- 
tive, deference to the Géneral Opinion about the 
matter in debate,"is namely this; becaule They, 
who look upon the Marriage of Coufin Germans, 
as a degree of Inceft, are both Offended at ‘uch a 
Marriage, and (as 10 too Many of them ) will be 
ready to Ceniure the Married Couple. And there 
fore (we Repear it ) it is a Generous Proceedure 
to have fuch regard for our Fellow.Creatures, for 
our Fellow Chriftians, as to Refrain from chat, 
which wou'd at once Diiguft them, and rempr 
them to that ( Unwarrantable indeed) Reprti- 
{al, ot their lll Opinion of us. And you cannot be 
Inienfib!e, that a Reputation in the World is a 
matter nor to be Difregarded, fince you know,who 
has faid it, 4 good name is rather to be cholem than 
great riches, and loving favour rather than filer and 

old. 
. We muft beg leave to re!l you, that you are Mi- 
ftaken, either in your Opinion, or in the Term 
made ufe of, when you tay, that nothing can make 
the AGion a Crime, but the Pofitive orabibition of it 
by a Lawgiver ; for Pofitive prohibition is a thing 
Diftinct from Navara! religion. And therefore were 
Inceft a crime only by Pofitive prohibition, Our 
hts wou'd entirely tall in wich Your's, fince 
then the very Next remove woud be as far from 
Sin as the moft Reméte. Burt fince Inceft is Forbid 
by the Law of Narure, fince there is Naturally in 
our minds an Innate abhorrence of fuch a Kindred. 
Marriage, this gives us an Idea, how thar, which 
Borders upon juch a Vice, may have fomething in 
it not altogether (o Praife-worthy. And indeed, 
fome will ceil you, that they cannot forbear to be- 
hold their Coufin-Cermans as a kind ot Brothers 
and Sifters.
